l a All former Rumanian officers who are believed to have had cmtact with the 
United S t ateo or British intelligence services are handed over to tho Soviet 
(authorities in Rumania following their arrest o After interrogation by the 
Russians in Bucharest., several of theao officers have reportedly been deported 
to the USSR, going first to Constanta and then in sealed cars to Odessa* 
Officers under greatest suspicion are sent to work in the Siberian mines; the 
remainder ©re moved to labor camps in the Ukraine or tho Iloldrvi m SSR© 

2© Amcng those who are reported to have boon sent to Siberia are Lieutenant 
Colonel Prager, formerly a Rumanian liaison officer with the U e S^ Hilitary 
Representation in Bucharest; Colonel Cristea^ former Chief of Section II, 
Rumanian General Staff; Lieutenant Hengcni, and mo V intile sen* Lieutenant 
Theodore Uogropmtes and Lieutenant Uelu Valjean^ both former Rumanian 
liaison officers with USL1R, are said to be near Kotovskoo in the Moldavian 
SSR* In early summer 1949 a letter was received from Lieutenant Valjoan- the 
first nows frcaa him in two years a in which he indicated that he and Lieutenant-
